The now Bill proposes lo malte vory few 
ohangOB in a school Bystom which has 
been found to work so well.

Btract principles ; and wo would, 
therefore, invite attention to them, The 
Bill proposes to make aliendaiico at the 
Public Schools during a certain period 
every yenr compulsory.

It has 
long' beOD' recognised in Prussia ; and 
has, to a oertain^extont, been introduced 
in England' under Porster'a Bill. le 
support of this innovation, ai somo arc
